T ru e he c a n ’t 
get back for service, but w hat 
he’s s a v i n g com pensates fo r 
that. 


Much later, he finds the $23.00 
per 
mo nth 
he 
w as 
"sav ing" 
waiting fo r him in o ne big pay ­ 
ment — the last pay m ent in hi* 
co ntract. In the jargo n o f the 
finance business, this is called 
a “ ballo o n" pay m ent. 


V ery often, this am o u n t o n a 
three ye a r co ntract totals m ore 
than the c a r is then worth. The 
buyer has a choice 
o f pay ing 
off the “ balloon", 
refinancing 
it, o r. as often happens, letting 
the finance co m pany repo ssess 
the car. 


This all adds up to a certain 
po etical justice ho w ev er. M any 
an unscrupulo us dealer has been 
bankrupted by sno wballing re- 
po ssessio ns o n which he had to 
m ake go o d to his finance co m ­ 
pany .
